New Amatcamator.—Mr. Andrew Hunter 
has invented a new machine for saving gold, 
called the Eureka Rubber and Amalgamator. 
Jt seems to answer the purpose for which it 


| is intended, and marks another step forward 


in the improvement of machinery for saving 
gold extracted from quartz. This machiue 
differs from the ordinary amalgamator. It 
has an oscillating movement, the bottom hav- 
ing strips of wood and iron alternately on end.
